Omaha, Neb., August 8.—The crisis ar- 
rived tonight and if there is no improve- 
ment by niorning several companies of ml- 
litia will be sent to south Omaha and the 
packing house district will be placed under 
martial law. The situation is most serious 
tonight and the 1,100 strikers have been 
doing about as they please. 

The packing house managers held @ con- 
ference and at its close Mr. Cudahy notified 
the adjutant general that unless the work- 
men could be given adequate protection all 
the packing houses would be compelled to 
close down tomorrow. He said the mana- 
gers do not feel like endangering their 
plants by keeping them at work while their 
men are in danger of assassination. 

In the evening the governor and the adju- 
tant generai met the packers to discuss the 
matter. The packers decided that the sit- 
uation -was most serious, and the governor 
finally concluded to do nothing until morn- 
ing, and then, if there was no improvement, 
to call for troops. 


MINERS REFUSE TO WORK, 


They Reject the Company’s Proposi- 
tion and Hold Out for 45 Cehts. 

Birmingham, Ala., August 8.—(Special.)— 
The Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company has made a proposition to the 
miners to give them 37% cents for mining 
coal as long as foundry No. 1 was 8.50 per 
ton and less, and to pay them 2% cents 
per ton advance for every 30 cents per ton 
that foundry No. 1 increased until it reach- 
ed $ll and then to pay them 2% cents for 
each dollar’s increase. The miners met to- 
dav and decided that they would not ac- 
cept the proposition. They are now work- 
ing on a proposition that they propose 
to submit, which means practically that 
they will not work for less than 45 cents 
per ton.

IT 1S ALMOST OVER. 


There Is a Prospect That Today Will 
Settle the Tariff. 


CONFEREES HAVE ALMOST AGREED 


Still There Is Many a Slip Twixt 
Cup and Lip. 


BOTH SIDES MADE CONCESSIONS 


Free Iron Is Yielded by the Senate and | 
Sugar Takes a Flat Duty—A Sliding 
Scale for Coal. 


Washington, August 8.—The “tomorrow” 
upon which the tariff conferees have been 
for some weeks promising an agreement at 
last gives promise of fulfilment. When 
the tariff conferees adjourned at a few 
minutes before 6 o’clock tonight it was with 
the understanding that at the session to- 
morrow morning all the details should be 
arranged and the republicans called in the 
afternoon and informed of what their dem- 
ocratic colleagues had done. 

One of the most promient managers on 
the part of the senate made the emphatic 
statement that tomorrow would see the 
end of the conference, and that by night- 
fall there would be either an agreement or 
a general break up of the conference. But 
one thing, he said, could postpone the re- 
sult any longer. Should the house confer- 
ees agree to an agreement and the arrange- 
ment of the details consume such time as 
to run the work over into the next day, 
that would be permitted, but otherwise the 
close tomorrow would witness the end of 
the labors of the conferees on the tariff 
bill. So little is yet to be accomplished, 
however, that there is every likelihood that 
the republicans can be called in at an early 
hour, and there would be no surprise if the 
senate shouid have the report of the con- 
ferees at a reasonably early hour in the af- 
ternoon. 

The hitch that still remains for settle- 
ment is iron ore and coal. So far as the 
principle is concerned these items seem to 
be disposed of finally—one of them is to be 
free and the other made dutiable. These 
matters were the subject of three distinct 
changes today. At 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon it was decided that iron ore should be 
made free absolutely, and that coal shouid 
retain the rate of 40 cents a ton fixed by 
the senate for a ~eriod of five years, at the 
end of which time it was to be free. Sub- 
sequently. a proposition was made to fix a 
sliding scale that should reduce the duty a 
specific percentage each year. This was 
antagoniged, but the house men, anxious to 
get in as much in the way of concession as 
possible, persisted, and the result was that 
this matter was left until tomorrow morn- 


All the Conferees Happy. 

At the conclusion of the conference al) 
the members from both sides of the capitol 
appeared to be in a very happy frame of 
mind, and there appeared to be very good 
reason for their statements that an agree- 
ment would soon be made. One of the 
managers on the part of the senate said 
that if there was an agreement the sugar 
schedule would remain as it was published 
in these dispatches on Friday of last week, 
to-wit: Forty per cent on raw sugar, 4 
per cent on the raw sugar in the refined 
and 1-5 of a cent differential on refined su- 
gar. This senator also said that he had 
never heard of a proposition that gained 
some credence two or three days ago to 
the effect that the basis of collection of the 
duty on refined sugar was to be the duty | 
collected on 105 pounds of raw sugar for 
every 100 pounds of refined sugar. As far, 
then, as sugar is concerned, it has cut no 
figure in the conference, and is looked upon 
by the conferees as settled, 

Lead ore, about which there has been 
a great deal of quiet taik, is said to be 
in the same way. An effort 
was made in some quarters to have tne 
house rate—which greatly reduced the du- 
ties—restored, but this was not done. As 
indicated in these dispatches some days 
ago, the senate rate on tobacco will proba- 
bly stand, and whisky, which was disposed 
ot by th, conferees some days ago, will be 
put back to $1 a gallon, provided for in the 
house bill, with the proviso, however,. that 
-he bonded period may be extended from 
five to eight years by the payment, after 
the end of the five years, of an additional 
tax of five cents per gallon per year. It is 
also understood that the senate provision 
on woolens, cotton goods and the metal 
schedule haye been cut into but little com- 
pared with the cuts upon’ which the house 
insisted. , 

A Gradual Reduction on Coal. 


There are indications that the reason the 
conferees did not finally settle coal and 
iron ore tonight was that the senate mem- 
bers might have an opportunity of con- 
sulting with their colleagues to see how 
the proposition submitted in conference was 
received. The latest proposition is to put 
iron ore on the free iist and reduce the 
duty on coal 5 cents per annum until it 
gradually reaches the free list, a proposi- 
tion that will not be nearly so acceptable 
as the other which leaves it untouched for 
five years. A careful canvass of the senate 
showed the senate conferees that they 
could not touch coal without Imperiling the 
whole bill, while iron ore might be tampe:r- 
ed with without having that disastrous ef- | 
fect. 

A prominent member of the conservatives 
was called upon by one of the conferees 
this evening for advice as to how he and his 
colleagues should act in this matter and 
was told that the day for giving «dvice had 
passed. The conferees might now, this 
senator said, bring in any kind of a report 
they pleased and the senate would vote 
upon it. Tomorrow will probably see this 
report and it does not necessarily follow 
that the senate will accept it. The confer- 
ees will meet promptly at 10 o’clock, but 
no one can tell tonight just when their re- 
publican associates will be admitted to the 
secrets of the conference room, 

A Bluff Called. 


‘ 

It may be, however, that the senate con- | 
ferees.may have more trouble than they an- | 
ticipate in removing the objections of their 
house colleagues to certain things that 
transpired in the committee room today. 
There was ample ground for the many con- 
flicting rumors that were flying about ccn- 
cerning eoal and iron. At one stage of the 
proceedings the senate conferees t30k the 
bull by the horhs and told the house c n- 
ferees they could have either coal or iron 
ore free, and the house promptly. accepted 
coal. Then began the canvass of the con- 
servatives to see what would he the tre- 
sult of thir compromise, ‘It was seen at 
once that such a scheme doomed the bill 
to failure, and made ‘such men as Faulkner, 
Pugh, Camden and Gorman indignant. The 
senate conferees went back and told their 
associates that they could not grant the

That a report of some kind will be forth- 
coming tomorrow is almost a certainty. 
What its fate will be the next few hours 
will tell. This element of the senate, ac- 
tive and alert to embrace every opyortuni- 
ty to defeat the bill, has not been idle, Dur- 
ing the afternoon session of the senate the 
headers were in conference, but they have 
succeeded in keeping strictly secret all that 
they did. Tonight q"ite a gathering of the 
leaders met at Senator McMillan’s resi- 
dence for dinner, and it is safe to assume 
that the political side of the tariff fight 
was discussed between the courses. When 
asked tonight what the policy of the minor- 
ity would be, Mr. Aldrich, the republican 
leader, remarked that they had no policy 
and would have none until they knew what 
the democrats intended to do, With a smile 
Aldrich observed that the _ republicans 
would be about the capitol tomorrow and 
would keep their eyes open. 

On its being known that the bounty on 
this year’s sugar crop is not to be given 
there is much concern among democrats to 
know what course Messrs. Caffery and 
Blanchard will assume towards the bill. 
Mr. Caffery declines to talk, but rests on 
the speech he made recently in"the senate, 
when he declared that it would be his duty 
to consider the interests of his state be- 
fore he did that of the party at large. This 
is interpreted as being a threat that he will 
not support the bill. Both the Louisiana 
senators are receiving large numbers of 
telegrams urging them to vote against the 
bill unless the bounty is given and the two 
leading democratic organs in New Orleans 
this morning announced that the two: sen- 
ators would, under the circumstances, be 
justified in voting against the bill. 

Messrs. Kyle and Allen are also quoted 
as saying that they could not endorse the 
bill unless it provided for a bounty on 
sugar. In view of the fact that these four 
votes are essential to the success of the 
bill, how they will be cast will have much 
to do with the future of tariff reform in 
this congress. 

Mr. Jones declared that the bill will pass, 
but there are others who hesitate to make 
any prophecy. Mr. Brice is inclined to 
think that the senate will not accept the 
conference report, if it, materially changes 
the senate bill, but says the senate will 
amend the bill by moving to recede and 
after so perfecting it will send it back to 
the house and let them pass it. Mr. Brice 
is of the opinion that if the bill comes into 
the hands of the senate again it will refuse 
to Brant another conference, but that the 
bill will, after being perfected, pass and be- 
come a law. Others anticipate trouble and 
expect some delay in debate. Mr. Jones and 
all of his associates on the conference com- 
mittee hold that a motion to indefinitely 
postpone or to lay the conference report on 
the table will not be in order and that this 
motion cannot be made. Under the senate 
rules a majority can make any ruling it 
pleases and if there should be a majority in 
favor of postponing the conference report 
it would be an easy matter to sustain an 
appeal from the decision of the chair. It 
is this vote that is feared and the appa- 
rent indifference of the conservatives to 
the report that may be made only adds to 
the uneasiness of those in charge of the 
bill. If the bill should get into the senate 
tomorrow night or Friday morning it is

. RAIDERS HELD IN CHECK. 


A Charge Was Made on the Treasury 
but It Was Headed. 
Washington, August 8.—(Specjal.)—Speak- 
er Crisp’s foretivought and Judge Maddox, 
with a few other stalwart democrats, kept 
the treasury from being raided today to 
the amount of $10,000,000 or $15,000,000. The 
day had been s+t aside for the committee 
on public buildings and grounds. No soon- 
er had the day’s business commenced than 
a& mammoth combination of the east and 
west, headed by the Chicago delegation, 
which wanted $4,000,000 for a building, and 
New York, which wanted $3,000,000 more for 
& new appraisers’ building, showed its head. 
Besides these two claims nearly every dis- 
trict between the two sections wanted some- 
thing from a $50,000 to a $100,000 appropria- 

tion. F 

The combination was the strongest which 
had appeared in congress this session, for it 
was able to carry every appropriation in the 
combination through. There were about six 
democrats who fought it. Judge Maddox 
was the leader of the small minority, and 
he noted every time a quorum was lacking 
and demanded the same. When not doing 
this he was demanding the tellers and: the 
ayes and nays. This continued until 7 
o’clock when the combination began to call 
for members, intending to get a quorum and 
adjourn over the legislative day. But for 
the foresight of the speaker they would 
have Kept this up until every appropriation 
in the combination, amounting to about 
$15,000,000, had- been passed. 

Finally some one called the attention of 
Bourke Cockran to the rule which set aside 
the day. The usual term “legislative day” 
did not appear in the rule, but instead was 
inserted “calendar day.”’ The calendar day 
ends always at midnight, whereas legisla- 
tive day can be continued indefinitely. But 
with Maddox, Bland and other watch dogs 
on deck, the combination gave up the fight 
and the house adjourned. Mr. Catchings said 
Speaker Crisp feared some such combina- 
tion and precluded the possibility of the 
raid by the wording of his rule. 

A Close Watch Being Kept. 

The conferees on the civil sundry bill are 
holding prolonged sessions each day, but 
little progress seems to be made. The 
Georgia delegation are keeping a tab on 
the conference every hour it is in session. 
Benators Welsh and Gordon are keeping 
the private conferees up to the line and 
Representative Livingston is keeping watch 
over Mr. Sayers. Mr. Livingston said to- 
day that he had no fear at all for the ap- 
propriation. This was in response to many 
telegrams from anxious friends.

Captain Kolb’s Claim of Fraud Has

Chairman Tompkins Reviews the Election

Montgomery, Ala., August 8.—(Special.)— 
The election returns today have not ma- 
terially altered the footing of The Consti- 
tution’s estimate. 

The changes in most cases favor the 
democrats and the best estimate tonight 
gives Oates a majority of 26,086. 

Autauga reports 423 majority for Oates, 
Bibb 517 for Kolb. Blount 140 for Kolb, Cal- 
houn 407 for Oates, Chambers 439 for Kolb, 
Cherokee 770 for Kolb. Oates’s majority is 
increased to something like 6,400 in Daflas, 
to about 1,179 in Monroe and to 6,000 in Wil- 
cox. Jefferson county goes for Oates by 117 
majority. The majority in Hale will be re- 
duced probably within 2,000 and in Lowndes 
to within 3,500. Marengo will also drop a 
hundred or so and the democrats are claim- 
ing Pickens by about 500. Kiolb gets 52 major- 
ity in Covington. 

The Kolbites here appear to have surren- 
dered. They are evidently awaiting the in- 
structions of the conference at Birmingham. 
It was figured out tonight at the democatic 
headquarters here that the democrats have 
63 of the 100 members of the lower house 
and 23 of the 38 state senators, not counting 
Mr. Moody, of the Tuscaloosa district. 

A Baseless Claim. 

In an interview today Chairman Tomp- 
kins, of the democratic executive committee, 
said: “Kolb’s claim that he has been de- 
frauded out of his election, considered in 
the light of the undisputed facts, is so ab- 
solutely baseless as to be ridiculous. His 
majority, in counties carried by him, amount 
in the aggregate to 14,000. Oates’s majority 
in the counties carried by him, leaving out 
Barbour, Bullock, Dallas, Hale, Lowndes, 
Marengo, Madison, Montgomery and Wil- 
cox, the only counties which Kolb chal- 
lenges amount in the aggregate to 12,0W, 
leaving Kolb only ‘2,000 ahead. 

“ane white vote in the nine counties left 
out of the above calculation, according to 
the census of 1890, amounts in the aggre- 
gate to 16,000.” : 

“Tt is a well known fact, too well to be 
disputed, that not more than one-tenth of 
thoge white voters were supporters of Kolb. 
it is equally as well known that thé num- 
ber of negroes who have for many years, 
ever since they were given the suffrage, 
voted the democratic ticket In those coun- 
ties at least equals the whites who are 
supporters of Kolb. 

Oates Has 26,000 Majority. 

“Oates’s majority in those nine counties 
could not have been less than 15,000. from 
this it is shown that, even admitting every- 
thing that Kolb claims, it is clear that in- 
stead of being elected Kolb is defeated by 
not less than 13,000. Many negroes openly 
voted the democratic ticket. This was par- 
ticularly the case in Kolb’s old county, 
Barbour, and in Oates’s old home, Eufaula, 
Ala., it was natural that they should 
have done so and it would have been very 
strange if they had not. In the recent riots 
in Jefferson county the governor used the 
whole power of the state to protect the 
negroes against the murderous assaults of 
those who were supporters of Kolb. This 
action of the governor was universally en- 
dorsed by the democratic press, speakers 
and people, while the press and speakers 
of the opposition as universally condemned 
the governor for his action. 

“If the negroes under such circums ances 
had not swWpported the democrati party 
they would have shown that they did not 
possess even ordinary gratitude. 

’Governor-elect Oates was open and 
avowed in his endorsements of the action 
of Governor Jones and naturally the negroes 
voted for him. This man Kolb his ulways 
cried fraud. He, according to his own ad- 
has frequently been a party to 
fraudulent practices in elections; he as- 
sumes that the democrats use the same 
means to obtain their majority that he ad- 
mits Laving used himself. 

“The two counties not heard from re- 
porrca to-day. One, Baldwin( gave a small 
majority for Oates, and the other, Cov- 
ington, about offset it with a majority for 
no'b. This settles the democratic majority 
at 26,00. The legislature will stand: Sen- 
ate, 44 democrats and 9 opposition; house, 
62 democrats and 38 opposition.’’

Vessels Drag Their Anchors in Pensa- 
cola Harbor—The Catherine Lost. 


Pensacola, Fla., August 8.—(Special.)—

driving torrents of rain, which fell without 
ceasing throughout the night.

Washington, August 8.—Secretary Carlisle 
took decisive action in a* case which has 
attracted considerable attention in shipping 
circles and has come to be regarded ag 
rather a test of the secretary’s authority 
over shipping commissioners. By his de- 
cision Albert C. Kerwan becomes shipping 
commissioner at the port of Baltimore, Md., 
vice Littleton T. Bayden, removed. Bay- 
den’s resignation was called for more than 
a year ago, but he refused to resign, tak- 
ing the position that under the act creating 
the office of shipping commissioner the sec- 
retary has no power to remove him without 
specific causes, which, so far as known, 
was not alleged in this case.

The shipping 
act in question says: “The secretary may 
from time to time remove from office such 
commissioners whom he may have reason 
to believe do not properly perform their du- 
ties.’’

‘PRESIDENT WADDELL ADDRESSES IT 
Governor Northen Makes a Speech, and 
States That He Wili Never Sgsin Be « | 
Candidate for Public Office... 


August meeting of the Georgia State Agricul- 
tural Society has brought here a 
mumber of jrepresentative farmers. Rev. 
‘A. W. Williams opened the convention 
fwith prayer. Speeches of welcome were 
made by Mayor G. H. West, of Carrollton; 
W. F. Brown and J. 8. Cobb, of Carroll 
county. Dr. E. D. Newton, of Athens, spoke 
for the society. President Waddell delivered 
an address thanking the railroads for their 


courtesy to the delegates and putting in a 


good word for the roads. He advised the 
farmers to raise more of the products they 
consume, and he touched on state aid for 
fairs. “The inspection fees which are paid 
by the farmers are sufficient tO meet the 
expenses of both the departments and the 
experimental station,” he said, "and pays 
into the treasury of the state a snug sur- 
plus which is placed to the credit of the 
common school fund. Besides the experi- 
ment was*established with funds donated 
in greater part by the general government. 
I positively assert that the railroads have 
Gone infinitely more for the society and 
the cause of agriculture than have the leg- 
islatures during the past fifteen years, From 
the state, during that’ time, we have not 
received one dollar. The railroads, on the 
contrary, have made large contributions in 
money, they have transported county exhib- 
its to and from the state fairs free. To the 
fairs they have given the lowest possible 
rates and to this society, with but one ex- 
ception in over twenty years, they have 
given free transportation both ways to the 
delegates to our agricultural conventions. 
They have done more to sustain the society, 
to perpetuate it, than all other ageficies 
combined. The facts sustain those assertions 
and it is,but an act of simple justice to 
make them.” : 

In closing, Colonel Waddell paid a hand- 
Bome tribute to Hon. O. A. Barry, the 
general vice president, who had resigned to 
@o to Texas. 

He said Mr. Barry's devotion to duty and 
to Georgia had been conspicuous and he was 
heartily commended to the citizens of Texas. 

A resolution to this effect was adopted 
by a rising vote, :

Warm Springs, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)— 
Today has been a memorable one for 
Warm Springs. It has been the scene of 
one of the most ‘stubborn political con- 
tests ever known in the state, and the 
end is not yet. 

The convention was called to order at 
12 o'clock today by Captain Morgan Mc- 
Michael, of Columbus, and the anti-Moses 
men drew first blood“ by electing T. H. 
Kimbrough, an  anti-Moses man, chair- 
man. It was expected that Mr. Moses would 
be nominated before the third ballot, but 
the opposition -developed a very strong 
fight against him and it now looks lik¢ 
either Captain L. L. Stanford, of Harri. 
county, or some dark horse, 

On the first ballot Mr. Moses received 
sixteen votes, four each from Coweta and 
Troup, and two each from Chattahoochee, 
Heard, Marion and Talbot. 

Judge Sampson Harris got eight, four each 
from ‘Carroll and Meriwether. 

Captain L. L. Stanford got fuur from his 
own county—Harris. 

On the second ballot, Muscogee changed 
her vote to Stanford. On the third Meri- 
wether did Jhe same and Carroll followed 
on the fifth. 

One hundred ballots were cast in this or- 
der until adjournment for supper. The 
convention has been split into two factions. 
The delegates from Carroll, Muscogee and 
Meriwether say that they will never go to 
Moses, and declare that they will stick to 
harris county’s candidate, Colonel Stanford 
or to Allen. 

There is considerable talk of a dark horse, 
the most prominent of which are Captain 
W. A. Little, of Columbus, and Hon. War- 
ner Hill, of Greenville. Mr. Moses arrived 
at the railroad station, a mile from here, 
this morning, and expected to return this 
afternoon but come over tonight. 

The night session was called to order at 
8:30 o’clock and adjourned after an hour’s 
balloting to 10 o’clock tomorrow. One hun- 
dred and fifty ballots have been cast. 
There is a great deal of uncertainty in 
reference to what. will be done tomorrow. 
Some predict that this will be a repetition 
of the noted fourth district convention of 
1878 when the delegates balloted for three 
weeks and then turned the two candidates, 
Messrs. Harris and Persons, loose. While 
a great deal of feeling is displayed by both 
factions, the monotony of the convention 
is beginning to be relieved by some of the 
many good-natured, witty statesmen who

Home for Unexptained Reasons. 
HE WAS PRESIDENT OF A BANK 


His Accounts There Are All Right—One of 
the Most Highly Esteemed Cit sens. 
A Gallant Soldier, Loved by All. 


Savannah, Ga., August 8.—(Special.)—The 
announcement of the resignation of Colonel 
C. H. Olmstead as president of the Chat- 
ham bank and of the Georgia State Build- 
ing and Loan Association created some 
surprise today, especially in connection 
with a letter written to a director of the 
bank, in the beginning of which he stated 
that he had left Savannah, probably never 
to return. He teft Savannah Saturday night 
and was in Atlanta Sunday. The letter 
was dated Savannah, August 4th, but was 
mailed in Atlanta with the resignation last 
Monday. The following is an extract from 
Colonel Olmstead’s letter to a director of 
the bank: * 

“My Dear Sir: I beg that you will pre- 
sent the enclosed letters of resignation to 
the bank and to the association and ask 
their immediate acceptance. I hed not in- 
tended to take this step during Burdell’s 
absence, but it is forced upon me by cir- 
cumstances that I am unable to control, 
but which are entirely and absolutely out- 
side of either the bank’s or the associa- 
tion’s affairs. To neither of these two am 
I in any way indebted. I believe that there 
will be a small balance of withdrawal value 
to my stock in the association. Will you 
be kind enough to see that it is handed over 
to my family. Try to keep a little kind 
feeling for me in your hearts. 

“CHARLES H. OLMSTEAD.” 

The following postscript is attached t: 
the letter: 

“Four days salary is also due me from 
the bank. It is a trifling matter, but my 
family may need it.”’ 

Colonel Olmstead’s resignation says: 

‘Savannah, Ga., August 4.—To the Board 
of Directors of the Chatham Bank: I re- 
spectfully tender herewith my resigng tan 
from the presidency and directorship of tne 
Chatham bank. I take this step for reasons 
which are imperative and absolute as re- 
gards myself, but which are entirely discon- 
nected with the bank. Your goodness and 
kindness to me I shall remember while life 
lasts. Respectfully, 

“CHARLES H. OLMSTEAD.” 

Why Colonel Olmstead should have taken 
this step is a mystery. The affairs of both 


the institutions of which he was president | 


are in perfect condition and not a paper is 
misplaced. The directors of both institu- 
tions will publish statements tomorrow 
showing that they have suffered no loss 
whatever, this having been determined by 
investigation, so that there could be no 
doubt whatever about it. The people of Sa- 
vannah have always had the most implicit 
confidence in his integrity. He had charge 
of several fiduciary trusts, the condition of 
which is not known. Colonel Olmstead 1s 
presideat of the Confederate Veterans’ As- 
sociation, and it was he who had charge of 
the defense of Fort Pulaski in 1863. It is 
not known here where he has gone,

WHERE THE BUILDINGS WILL BE 


The Grounds Are Rapidly Being Trans- 
formed by the Large Force of Grad- 
ers-The Exposition Plans.

The Fulton county chaingang yesterday 
morning started to work upon the grading 
of the grounds of the Cotton States and In- 
ternational exposition, and things at the 
ground will hum from this oh. 

Fifty-eight members of the chaingang 
were put to.work by Superintendent Tom 
Donelson. Besides these men twenty-five 
mules and carts were pressed into service. 

This force is working at the extreme 
southern end of the exposition grounds. The 
chaingang is divided into two squads, one 
of which is working under Mr. 8. H. Don- 
elson, while the other is under Mr, F. M. 


Centell. 
Both of these squads are now at work 


— 


avenue. This street is outside the old ¢ence, 
which is thé boundary of the grounds used 
by the Piedmont exposition, but is w‘thin 
the limits of the ground controlled by the 
present exposition company. 
Jackson street will be opened through t 

Warner avenue by the chalngang and this 
will prove one of the most popular routes 
to the exposition. Warner avenue, which is 
now being graded, runs parallel to Blakely 


avenue and is 380 feet north of it. 

Between the new street and the old ma- 
chinery hall wll be located the new machin- 
ery hall and the minerals and foresty build- 
ing. As soon as Warner avenue is graded 
the chaingang will commence work upon 
the sites of these two buildings. 

The dirt taken from the sites of these two 
buildings will go to form the east dam of 
the beautiful sheet of water to be known 
as “Clara Meer.” This lake will cover be- 
tween fifteen and twenty acres of land and 
will be one of the most charming features 
of the exposition grounds. 

This east dam will also form a driveway 
from the new machinery hall to the old 
main building of the Piedmont exposition. 
This building will be altered and remodeled 
to suit the prevailing style of architecture 
which will prevail in all of the buildings. 

The old machinery hali will be torn away 
and the ground now occupied by it will be 
covered by the lake. The north dam of this 
lake is now being built by the dirt removed 
from the site of the new main building, by 
Contractor Redmond. 

The work of grading on this part of the 
ground is being pushed rapidly to comple- 
tion by Mr. Redmond. A large part of the 
dniveway which will form the north dam is 
already completed. 

The railroad tracks will enter the grounds 
at the same point as formerly, but will 
have two branches. One of the branches will 
run in a circuitous route to the main build- 
ing, while the other wilF run parallel to 
Warner avenue between that avenue and 
the machinery hall and the minerals and 
forestry building, which two buildings will 
be on a line with each other. 

The report that the old grand stand would 
be remodeled and used as the administra- 
tion building is entirely erroneous as the 
build‘ng would not be at all suitable for 
that purpose. However, the grand stand 
will be used fot some purpose, although 
just what has not as yet been determined. 

The administration building will be located 
directly north of the present race track and 
almost directly west of the main building. 

A fact that is not generally known is 
that the exposition grounds are lower than 
the city proper, yet such is the case. Mr. 
Grant Wilkins states that the elevation of 
the union depot is 110 feet more above the 
level of the sea than is the center of the 
plot of ground encircled by the race track. 

he exposition grounds will present a 
busy scene from this time forward, as 
Contractor Redmond is working a large 
force of men at the northern extremity of 
the grounds, while the convicts are working 
at the southern extremity.

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General Evans’s Friends in the Cam- 
paign. 

We infer from the tenor of some of 
Judyve Hines’s remarks in various parts 
of the state—notably at Milledgeville— 
that he is not depending particularly 
on the support that he may receive from 
the populists *o make him governor, 
but hopes for the aid and support of 
certain “disgruntled democrats” who 
were anxious to secure the nomination 
of General Evans, and who, he says, are 
now opposed to Mr. Atkinson. 

Such suggestions as these emphasize 
the fact that the silly season has opened 
up with the usual number of attrac- 
tions. Too much sun, added to too 
much rain, threatens to sap the founda- 
tions of things and bring ambitious poli- 
ticians down to the level of those who 
believe that the population would be 
saner in all respects if the inmates of 
the madhouses-were armed with fiddles 
and fishing poles and set at large. 

We advise Judge Hines not to place 
any dependence whatever in his ad- 
vertised belief that any of those demo- 
crats who supported the candidacy of 
General Evans will now turn for con- 
solation to the candidate of the popu- 
lists. If Judge Hines is as wise as his 
friends say he is, he will look for sup- 
port solely ¢o that element which, on 
the plea that there has been unneces- 
sary delay in putting democratic prin- 
‘ciples in operation, would now render it 
impossible for these principles to be 
carried out. 

There is a good old Georgia story that 
we used to hear in the days before the 
war about a little boy who was sent to 
drive the cows home. Failing to find 
the cows, he resolved never to go home 
any more. The cows went home of. 
their own accord, but the little buy— 
well, the little boy is supposed to be 
the chap that carries the light for Jack- 
o-my-lantern. During the contest for 
the nomination The Constitution got 
acquainted with a good many Evans 
men first and last, and there was not 
then, and there is not now, a single 
Jack-o’-my-lantern democrat among 
them. 

The Evans men honestly and earnestly 
preferred General Evans to Mr. Atkin- 
son. The Atkinson men honestly and 
earnestly preferred Mr. Atkinson to 
General Evans; but all of them, in the 
beginning and at the end, freferred the 
success of the party to either candidate. 
Both the candidates were strong with 
the people, but both together could lead 
only arhandful of voters out of the 
party. Does Judge Hines imagine that 
he will be mote attractive before the 
multitude than either Mr. Atkinson or 
General Evans would have been?

“Holding the Bag.” 

The Atlanta Journal, which seems to 
regard itselfsas the Conscience Keeper 
of the administration for the state of 
Georgia, is. wroth over the supposed 
discovery of a “mare’s nest,” to which 
text it spenks as follows: 

Few things seem to gratify The Atlanta 
Constitution to much as the attacks om 
President Cleveland from democratic quar- 
ters. It eagerly seizes apd parades every- 
thing of this kind it can find. 

But we regret to say that our neighbor 
does not always confine itself to the facts 
in its publications of alleged democratic 
criticisms of the president. This morning 
it publishes a “‘special’’ from Chattanooga 
under these gleeful headlines: 

“Why, Brutus. The Chattanooga Times 
Pulls Its Razor from Its Boot.’”’ 

After quoting the Chattanooga special 
which appeared in The Constitution of 
yesterday morning, the Conscience 
Keeper quotes an alleged extract from 
The Chattanooga Times, concerning 
which, it says: , 

It will be seen that there is no justifica- 
tion whatever for The Constitution's ‘“‘spe- 
cial’ and that most of its statements are 
purely fictitious. 

Is this fair journalism? 

As ‘the Constitution regrets to see 
the Conscience Ikeeper in such a stew, 
we direct its attention to the leading 
editorial in the second column of The 
Chattanooga Times, of August 8, 1894, 
headed “The New District Judge,” 
which reads as follows: 

The Chattanooga Times has always been 
the friend of Judge D. M. Key, of Hon. 
James PD. Porter and of the president and 
his administration. 

But our friendship for men, and our con- 
fidence in them as public servants ought 
not and will not blind us when the rights 
and interests of the people are infringed 
by them, 

Judge Key has said, both before and since 
he reached the retiring age, that one rea- 
son why he should be cautious in timing 
his resignation was the protection of East 
Tennessee in the matter of the succession. 
He said he thought his successor ought to 
be taken from this grand division. He said 
to ‘gentlemen, who told him they would ap- 
ply for the place if he surrendered it, that 
they would be duly notified of his retiring— 
waen he determined to retire—in advance 
of the fact. Now the first we hear of a 
change is the telegraphic announcement of 
the nomination of his successor. His near- 
est friends were kept In the dark. No East 
Tennessee lawyer who aspired to the office 
Was made aware of the incumbent’s release 
of it™until he saw it in the newspapers. 

Governor Porter is an admirable man, but 
he has not been in law practice for nearly 
a quarter of a century. We doubt if he 
ever hed a case in a United States court. 
He never seemed to be the least in love 
with the law. There are surely a dozen law- 
yers in Nashville, Chattanooga or Knox- 
ville better fitted for the bench than the 
appointee, while he would unquestionably 
be ‘better fitted for.many executive places 
than any one of the three dozen. Good man 
as he is, his qualifications for a judgeship 
are by no méans so conspicuous as to jus- 
tify his being transferred from a distant 
part of the state and placed over the heads 
of men whose qualifications will not be ques- 
tioned by anybody who Know them and is fit 
to judge them. He may make an accepta- 
ble judge; we hope and believe he will; but 
it was not hecessary to violate the spirit of 
the revised statutes on one hand and vol- 
untary pledges on the other, by taking him 
out of a high-salaried place and give him 
another that could not be given him without 
putting a slur on the bar of both Hast and 
Middle Tennessee 

East Tennessee was entitled io the ap- 
pointment by law, by the force of custom, 
by right, by reason of the fact that East 
Tennessee has as well equipped men—demo- 
crats—for judicial duules as any other equal 
part of the country. Middle and West Ten- 
hessee already held three Uhited States 
judgeships—one supreme court justice, one 
circuit and one district judge; and forsooth 
our East Tennessee bar is told, by acts 
that speak plainer than words, that there 
is not a democratic lawyer among them fit 
for district judge: that the incumbent and 
the president must import a man to fill that 
seat, even at the risk of seriously bending 
if not breaking, the law! Surely it were a 
spiritless people that failed to resent such 
an affront. 

In making this appointment the president 
not only slaps the East Tennessee bar in 
the face, he violates one of his own rules, 
which is to the effect that even territorial 
judges ought always to be appointed from 
the bar of the territory, unless there were 
Very powerful reasons for sending strangers 
‘to sit in those courts, and the president 
must have known that there was no reason 
for going beyond this judicial district to 
secure good judicial timber 

Taken all in all, the appointmint is a 
great wrong, and the high records of those 
immediately concerned in making it, only 
makes the wrong greater, instead of miti- 
gating it in any degree. 

Our personal preferences in the matter, 
our being disappointed, cuts no figure at 
all in the general discussion of the subject. 
It is not our personal preference who alone 
has been slurred and tricked; it is the en- 
tire bar of the grand division, and at least 
90 per cent of all the intelligent people 
of East Tennéssee,- who are disgusted and 
alienated. The principle—if it may be thus 
dignified—on which the appoifitment runs, 
is vicious, for it smacks of personal favor- 
itism and a readiness to break through

Captain English will not be in the race 
for mayor. 

For more than ten days his friends and 
admirers throughout the city have been 
importuning him to make the race for the 
position and he has been giving the peti- 
tions the most careful consideration. 

Yesterday he answered the letters ad- 
dressed to him and in his answer declines 
to allow the use of his name. The letter is 
just such a production as those who are 
conversant with Captain English and his 
character would expect. In the letter the 
captain says: 


“Atlanta, Ga., August 8; 1894.—Messrs. 
Stewart Woodson, S. M. Inman, E. P. 
Howell, H. H. Cabaniss, C. A. Collier, 
Louis Gholstin and Others—Gentlemen: 


Your petition requesting me to allow the 
use of my name as a candidate for mayor 
of the city of Atlanta at the approach- 
ing election hag been duly and carefully 
considered. 

“It is needless for me to emphasize my 
high appreciation of the compliment paid 
me in being considered worthy to occupy 
this honorable position, to fill this extremely 
important office by such petitioners, in 
such a crisis as now confronts us, and it is 
a source of the highest gratification to me 
and an honor that will be treasured through 
life. I have been honored in the past by 
the people of this city. I have made a record 
on which I may be permitted to say, with 
pardonable pride, J am willing to pass into 
her history, and at no time have I ever 
faltered in her support. My political am- 
bition has been fully satisfied. I do not seek 
the office of mayor or any other in the 
gift of the people, yet I am at ajl times 
ready to make any personal sacrifice of 
time, labor or money, which may be re- 
quired of me for the well-being, honor and 
glory of the city in which I live.

TRE BIGGEST SYSTEM IN THE WORLD 


That Is If the Present Plans of Ite Pro- 
moters Are Carried Out—W hat Is 
Said to Be Their Design. 


The Southern railroad is to be one of the 
most g'gantic railroad systems in the world, 
if current stories are true. 

The eyes of All the world are upon the 
officials of that road, and no deal that they 
might consummate would surprise the pub- 
lic. 

The breadth of the undertaking when the 
Southern was made out of a dozen lines 
of road amazed the railroad world as noth- 
ing had done in a decade, but what is to 
come is perhaps of greater magnitude than 
what has been done already. 

The latest in railroad circles is that about 
two thousand miles of railway are yet to 
be added to the 4,338 miles already in the 
system. The public counts on the Central 
being included in the Southern, although 
Mr. Comer, the receiver, says that it will 
be independent. The Central’s mileage, at 
the time it was placed in a recei/ership, 
was about 2,500. 

The most imporant rumor now current is 
that the Queen and Crescent, with its 1,191 
miles of road, long identified with the Hast 
Tennessee, is to be taken into the fold of 
the Southern. With it will come the Ala- 
bama Great Southern. It can be stated on 
pretty good authority that these lines will 
become part of the consolidation. 

But not half has yet been told. The New 
Orleans and Northeastern, with 19% miles 
of road; the Alabama and Vicksburg with 
140 miles, and the Vicksburg, Shreveport 
and Pacific with 176, are said to be slated 
for the Southern. 

The Alabama Great Southern is said to be 
sure to fall into the hands of the South- 
ern under the foreclosure sale of August 
22d. 

Such are the stories that are going about 
among the railroad men, and they are not 
without a basis in truth. The brainy, effec- 
tive railroad men do not advertise their 
movements until they consummate what 
they have in hand, but it frequently hap- 
pens that despite their vigilance, their plans 
leak out. 

The men at the head of the Southern are 
ambiti.us to make it a great system of 
railway Ines, a system which will control 
the traffic arrangements of the south and 
it ts not believed that they will stop until 
they have, acquired enough mileage so lo- 
cated as to accomplish this purpose. The 
scheme is a great one, and has behind it 
men competent to push it to success. 

Time will develop the nature of the plans 
of the promoters of the Southern. It is 
stated that along the line of the contem- 
plated acquisition of the Cincinnati South- 
ern, President Samuel Felton has been of- 
fered the position of first vice president of 
the Southern. It is a signficant fact that 
this position has not yet been filled. The 
rumor that Sol Haas would get it is without 
foundation, it seems. : 

The public may confidently await interest- 
ing. developments concerning. the further 
development of the Southern. 

Mr. Hudson in Washington, 

Some vital changes may be expected in 
the Operating department of the Western 
division of the Southern after September 
lst, ag hag. been stated in. The Consti- 
tution. 

General Manager Hudson, of the western 
system is now in Washington in consultation 
with Mr. W. H. Baldwin about the pro- 
posed changes. As is well known, Mr. Bald- 
win is one of the most important individuals 
connected With the executive management 
of the southern. He holds the position of 
third vice president, but in reality has 
charge of the operating department of the 
entire system, He is @ young man and ac- 
tive, and his head is full of progressive 
ideas. 

It ig expected that he and General Man- 
ager Hudson will agree upon some good plan 
for the operation of the lines of the western 
system. None of the present men will be 
dropped. Superintendent Beauprie will, in 
&ll probability, remain in Atlanta with a 
change of territory. When™the Georgia Pa- 
cific road is added to the Southern Gener- 
al Manager Hudson will have five hundred 
miles of territory more than he has ever 
had before. If the Memphis and Charleston 
is bought in by. tthe Southern when it is 
put up for sale, it will also be ¢ 
General Manager Hudson’s terrigar 
western system. "

A man above the ordinary in height and 
weight, with eyes that indicated a marvel- 
ous strength of will and fine determination 
of purpése, gray mustached, gray-hatred, 
and dressed in a style that was entirely 
negligee, stood in the lobby of the Kimball! 
house yesterday evening talking to several 
gentiemen, gesticulating gently with the 
one arm that was left him. 

Very few recognized in the simply-dressed, 
unassuming man the congressman whose 
fame is national, and whose fiery speeches 
won him the gubernatorial chair of the §a- 
mous old state of Alabama, despite the’

most strenuous opposition of the Kolb party, 
which had but two years ago advanced 
within 11,000 votes of defeating one of the 
strongest politicians that ever made the 
race Dearing democracy’s banner. 

But Governor-elect Oates, of Alabama, 
it was, on his way to Washington to re- 
sume his congressional duties, fresh from 
the victory of a 25,000 majority over his op- 


ponent, R. F. Kolb. 

He arrived here yesterday at 6:30 o’clock 
in the evening and left a couple of hours 
later. He appears very much fatigued 
over the recent hard work he has been ob- 
liged to go through, and retired to his berth 
at 8 o’clock, after meeting a number of 
friends who had learned of his presence in 
the city. Colonel Oates speaks freely of his 
campaign against Kolb, and regards the 
election of himself as one of the best vic- 
tories that democracy has ever achieved. 

“What I am proudest of,’”’ said Colonel 
Oates in the course of a conversation, “‘is 
my vote in Henry and Pike counties. I 
was born in Henry county and was raised 
in Pike, you know. In 1892 Henry county 
gave to Kolb, “who was then running 
against Jones, a majority of 1,518. I see in 
this morning’s Constitution that I am given 
a@ majority of 500 over Kolb. If Kolb had 
Yéceived 28 votes more in Pike county in 
1882 he would have had a majority of a few 
votes. This time my majority was 275. 

“The people are tired of Kolbism, ana 
that is very plainly shown. He made his 
fight entirely along the line that all the 
hard times that the people were experienc- 
ing were occasioned by the acts of the dem- 
ocrats or their failure to act. He could use 
this argument with greater force than he 
could two years ago, and he did not fail to 
push it for all he was able. Yet take up 
the result as shown by The Constitution. 
Two years ago in Tallapoosa county Kolb 
secured a majority of 2,449—now look at 
this—and this time it was cut down to 597. 
Then there’s Limestone county. Two years 
ego his majority over Jones was 1,623, and 
this year it was 153. Then there’s Franklin 
county, which gave Kolb 446 majority last 
year, and now turns completely over with 
a majority for democracy to the extent of 
310. In Crenshaw county Kolb’s majority 
was cut down from 775 to 16, and Clay 
county this year gave him only 24 major- 
ity, as against 222 two years ago. His ma- 
jority in Cherokee was cut in half, and in 
Chambers county to the same extent. I 
could mention other counties, but these 
serve to show what I would illustrate. I 
feel it, truthfully and cenfidently, that 
Kolbism is dead in Alabama.”’ 

Colonel Oates’s Pre-Election Opinions. 


“When I went into the race for the gov- 
ernorship the only thing I feared was a 
defeat by Johnston for the nomination, 
and after the first month that left me; 
as for Kolb, I guaranteed to beat him if 
nominated to make the race for the de- 
mocracy. But Johnston had the start on 
me. As commissioner of agriculture he 
had a hold upon the people which I found 
ulfficult to overcome. Then he was splen- 
dicly organized all over the state. 

“During the first month, as I said, the 
I went back to Wash- 
ington and just about that time the presi- 
dent vetoed the seignorage bill. This put 
ancther load op my shoulders to be carried, 
and by the president’s action I lost three 
cuunties. But I found that I would easily 
carry the state if all appearances were 
not deceitful—and they were not. In the 
race against Kolb I have always expected 
to defeat him by a vote from 15,000 to 20,- 
000, though not more than the lgst named 
figure. But according to The Constitution 
I have more than 25,000. For this 1 am 
profoundly grateful.’’ ; 

Speaks of Political Futures. 


Speaking of the coming elections and of 
his own possible political future, Colonel 
Oates said: é. 

“Well, in regard to Senator Morgan, it is 
more than likely that he will be elected 
to succeed himself. There has been no 
very decided opposition developed to Mor- 
gan, I believe, but he will find no trouble 
in a re-election. 

“Will I be a candidate to succeéd Sen- 
ator Pugh when his term expires? It is 
probable that I will, but I do not care to 
cross a bridge before I get to it. Senator

The Grangers Most Prominent, in an Ad- 
vanoe in the Stock Market--Cotton 
Slightly Higher. ;

CHICAGO, August 5.—Armourwas the big 


seller of wheat at the opening today. Buy-* 


ers of yesterday were also inclined to as- 
sist the price downward by disposing of 
such wheat as showed a profit. As the ad- 
vance was solely due to the strength in 
corn, so, therefore, was the drop today a 
natural consequence of the slump in the 
condition of that market. The extraordin- 
ary conditions prevailing in the trade sets 
at naught the regular influences, opert.tors 
paying no attention to them and making 
no effort to obtain information bearing di- 
rectly upon the whéat situation. Cables 
today were all higher. September wheat 
epened from 67i%e. to S8ec, sold at 58%c, de- 
clined to S8%c, closing at 55%@ite—1%ce@1iec 
under yesterday. Cash wheat was steady, 
prices showing but little change. 

Corn was quite as nervous as yesterday, 
but there was a reversal of the tone and 
a change in the course of prices. The open- 
ing was first as panicky as any period of 
yesterday’s session,, and it looked for a 
moment as if the top was yet tocome. The 
country, however, was satisfied with its 
profits, and large blocks were offered for 
gale on ordérs from the. very distmcts that 
have been complaining of the drought. 
There was no legical reason, beyond a 
Gesire to obtain profits in this action, but 
it was nevertheless a fact that despite 
unchanged weather conditions, and in the 
face of a bad state report from Iowa 
and predictions of continued dry weather, 
there was a well-defined disposition to sell 
freely. The tailers, too, were selling. Those 
people who have been following the big 
holder of cash corn felt that the sensa- 
tional bulge yesterday was not likely to 
hold, hence they discreetly secured their 
rains. The professionals, however, were 
not wrong again, and the wild fluctuations 
vave evidence of the uncertainty that pre- 
vailed. The range was 8%c on September 
corn and 6c on May, and the close was at 
@ recovery, the former showing 4 net de- 
cline of 3%c, and the latter 24c. September 
corn opened from 61% to 59c, sold down to 
BSc, closing at 55%; May sold between 57c 
and 5lc and closed at.52%c. Cash corn was 
in good demand, prices being very irregular, 
but generally %c under September for 
No. 2 

Cats—As this grain advanced with corn 
60, to be consistent, it declined with that 
market. There was a good trade but it 
was without feature. The close was 1%c 
under yesterday for September. Cash oats 
were 4@‘ec lower than yesterday. 

Provisions—Had it not been for the 
break in corn, a different result might have 
been seen in this product at the end of 
the day’s trading. The opening was strong, 
and that feeling ruled for a long time. The 
general weakness soon pervaded the pit, 
and prices fell away. The close was 74éc 
lower for September pork, 2%c lower for 
September lard and 5c lower for September 
ribs. Very httle was done in the cash 
market. 

The leading futures ranged as follows in Chicago 
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Zamson Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 

CHICAGO, August 8.—This was another 
very exciting day in all markets. Septem- 
ber wheat ranged from 58%c to so%c. Ca- 
bles were firm and higher all round. ‘rhe 
opening was strong with good buying. 
Trade was unusually heavy. On the big 
breaks of 5 to 6 cents in corn holders 
started realing, and the market broke. 
There was a flood of wheat for sale, and 
prices rapidly declined 2% to 3 cents. The 
break was not entirely unexpected, as 
this market has advanced 5 to 6 cents with- 
in the past week without any pee in 
the situation to warrant it other tnan 
yesterday. Clearances at all ports of wheat 
and flour were 368,000 bushels. ‘Total pri- 
mary arrivals were somewhat lighter—ss4,- 
000 bushels. ‘lowards the latter part of the 
session the market reacted some, gradually 
recovering part of its decline, closing steady, 
the excitement to a certain extent having 
abated. 

Corn—May opened with regular trading 
55 to 55%, firmed up to 55%c, with an occa- 
sional sale at 56c. There were a few regu- 
lar outside transactions for instance, a 
broker for a large house paid 57c for one 
lot of 5.000 bushels, while other brokers 
for the same house could not execute or- 
ders at 56t2c.

Financial Gossip. 
From The-New York Stockholder, ‘ 

As the tariff problem approaches solution, 
it becomes clear that adjustment of other 
difficulties besring on the financial situa- 
tion will be in order. The most important 
of these is the condition of the treasury. 
That is a point of weakness which, in the 
opinion of eminent bankers, should be 
looked to at once before present uneasiness 
takes the form of future alarm. 

For it is useless to deny the fact that 
the business world and our creditors in 
Europe experience growing dissatisfaction 
at the depletion of the treasury reserve 
and the apathy of the government. That 
reserve is now drawn down very close to 
$50,000,000 and there is still a demand for 
gold, another half million dollars being 
promptly withdrawn yesterday for export 
today, despite a weaker ‘tone to exchange. 

According to the last bank statement 
New York banks hold $90,547,000 in specie. 


Hew much of this is gold is perhaps not - 


ascertainable, but allowing that it all is, 
it will be seen that together with the na- 
ticnal reserve of $52,000,000 the visible supply 
of gold in New York and Washington is 
$142,647,000. Certainly this division of the 
supply between the treasury and the banks 
does not satisfy the demand of conn- 


dence. 


The government holds too little; the 
banks too much, It may be assumed that 
the gold exports are over, that Kurope is 
througn selling securities. But with 
crops there large, wheat here under 60 
cents a bushel without foreign inquiry, 
cotton veering towards 6 cents a pound 
and an influx of foreign made goods not 
impossible when duties are lowered, it is 
mot safe to speculate too sanguinely on 
the future. 7

Alf Herrington arose and in loud tones an- 


Ellen J. Dortch to present for her a resolu- 
tion which she wanted the editors to adopt 
before adjourning. He read the resolution, 
which Wag in two sections, but very short. 

The first section was to memorialize the 
Georgia legislature to extend state afd to 
erilarge the Girls’ Normal and Industrial 
school at Milledgeville. 

The second gection wag to open the State 
university to girls. 

The ilattef section evidently created a 
stir among the editors. One editor was very 
prompt to say that he opposed the resolu- 
tion, as it looked to the co-édiication of 
the sexes. 

Editor Jim Brown, of The Newnan Her- 
ald, was Very positive in his opinions con- 
cerning the resolution “There is no need 
for us to memorialize the legislature,” said 
he. “‘We memorialize it every week in the 
columns of our papers. We make the legis- 
lature. Every man here does more to in- 
fluence the representative from his coun- 
ty than any other man. This commitg us to 
this proposition, and I oppose it.” 

Mr. Herrington, in a few strong and 
spirited words, said that he could not con- 
ceive how any chivalrous man could oppose 
such a resolution.

FORSYTH HAS BROKEN THE RECORD 


Osptures the Richest Gang That Ever Op- 
erated in the United States—Donnel- 
la’s Assailant Said to Be Caught. 


A package of newly made silver dollars, 
five sets of molds nicely ¢xecuted, and a 
lot of metal and other paraphernalia for 
the manufacture of spurious money were 
brought into the United States commission- 
er’s room at the custom house yesterday 
morning by Captain Donnella, of the secret 
service department, when the case of Jim 
Lawsh» was called. Judge Broyles exam- 
ined the outfit curiously. 

“That’s the largest and most complete 
supply I ever saw,” he said, shaking hands 
in a cordial way with the officer and giv- 
ing his congratulations on the clever catch. 

“Oh, it’s nothing much,” replied Captain 
Donnella in a d2precatory tone, “‘but I ex- 
pect that Jim would have shoved. a lot of 
the stuff off on the community if he had 
remained at large.’ 

Lawshe smiled grimly and winked. It was 
only for a moment, however that he smilcd. 
Jim was mad. He was very mad. There 
was a frown on his face when he first en- 
tered, and during the course of the trial 
this broad2ned ‘into a furious scowl. The 
object of his ire was a middle-aged man 
with a light mustache and slouch hat. 
When the list of witnesses was called over 
he responded to the name of Pat Enright 
and it was through information given by 
him that Jim Lawshe was captured.

“Yes, and he wanted me to go in with 
him and help him make it and pass it.”

Enright told how Jim Lawshe had ap- 
proached him and offered to sell him ten 
spurious dollars for six good ones, and said 
that Lawshe had a large supply of it. 

Captain Donnella cautioned him to remain 
gilent, and advised him to accept Lawshe’s 
proposition to go into the business togeth- 
er. Enright consented and left the cus- 
tom house determined to get in with the 
counterfeiter if possible. 

That night he met the man he was 
searching for on Marietta street, and it 
would have given the criminal knowledge of 
Conan Doyle a big boost if he could have 
heard the wily schemes and deep-laid plots 
hatched up between the two men. 

That night Enright made a call on Law- 
she and they discussed the best way to dis- 
pose of their supply of moncy and the best 
way to make it. In fact they become boon 
companions, and in a short while all the 
schemes of the original counterfeiter were 
made known to the informer. He, in turn, 
transmitted them on the sly to the officers. 

Last Tuesday night preparations were 
made for a raid and Captain Donnella, with 
several deputies, made their way to the 
stronghold of the counterfeiter, which was 
situated on the outskirts of the city in 
a secluded place. He relied upon the pres- 
ence of Enright to aid them, but it appear- 
ed aftcrwards that the informer had been 
frightened off by something and did not 
show up. The raid was foiled and the offi- 
cers waited until a more opportune time. 
Enright promised to be on hand the follow- 
ing Tuesday night and agreed to get every- 
thing in readiness for the capture and de- 
tection of Lawshe. 

Night before last the officers left Atlanta 
at 10 o’clock and went out to the place. It 
was a small cabin, and when the men ar- 
rived no one seemed to be there. Pretty 
goon, however, a match was struck. Dep- 
uty Marshal Scott was at the back door. 
Captain Donnella was stationed at one of 
the windows and Deputy Mann was in the 
front. 

Deputy Scott could hear two men convers- 
ing in low tones on the inside. He recog- 
nized the voices as those of Lawshe and 
Enright.

“Oh, you won't find anything around 
here,’’ he said to the men, as they began 
to search the place. 

Captain Donnella picked up a piece of 
metal used by all counterfeiters from the 
floor. 

“What's this, Jim?” 

“That’s something I use in my trade,” 
said Jim, “you know that I am a tinner.”’ 

The officer continued his search, finding 
different materials at different places about 
the room. From the direction that Lawshe 
had taken when he was arrested he knew 
that the molds were concealed outside the 
house. Outside of the house the officers 
went, and it was decided to investigate a 
suspicious looking place beneath the house. 
Down in this Captain Donnella went. He 
searched long and had almost determined 
to give up the search when the sight of a 
little box in a dark corner made his heart 
jump in his mouth. Quick as a flash he 
had his hand on it. The prize was a good 
one. Five molds, all made for different 
sizes of coin, were displayed and with them 
was a lot of other tools. No money had 
been found and this the officers were most 
anxious to obtain. Another long search fol- 
lowed and down in the cellar the men went 
again. Along the sills which supported the 
house a number of silver dollars were hid 
and it was not long before Uncle Sam’s 
servants had their hands on them. They 
were all carried up in the house and shown

the government, and it will eternalize the 
work of Forsyth. In the gang are men 
who have made millions of spurious notes 
and shoved off countless numbers of dol- 
lars in the different cities of the United 
States. — | 

To begin with.Captain Donnella's side it is 
necessary to go back to the year 1889. 

No man in the employment of the gov- 
ernment is more reticent in the presence 
of newspaper men than Donnella and if it 
was left with him to relate the history of 
his past it would be forever sealed. 

Some facts in regard to his remarkable 
career have leakeqd out, however, and the 
details of his famous capture of the Driggs 
gang are not unknown to old newspaper 
men. Captain Donnella has. but recently 
been transferred to Atlanta. 

In Ohio for a long while spurious paper 
money had been afloat, and, although thou- 
sands of dollars had been emptied into 
the different cities, no trace of the makers 
could be found. 

Captain Donnella, by some strategy, lo- 
cated them in Dayton, and, with some of 
his deputies, started out to make the cap- 
ture. They arrived at the plant and spotted 
the men. 

In the raid three were bagged, but the 
leader escaped. Before taking his leave he 
pulled his gun and fired. The ball passed 
through the ear of Captain Donnella and 
lodged in the wall. In making his escape 
the man carried off with him the plate 
with which most of the money had been 
manufactured. 

It was a $10 plate of the issue . of 
1875, with the head of Webs*er engraved 
on it. Ben Boyd, a former employe of the 
United States department of printing and 
engraving, did the work, and at the time of 
the capture of the gang was serving a 
term in the Joliet prison. That plate, which 
the man who shot Captain Donnd@la carried. 
off, has turned up again, and there is where 
the glorious work of Captain Forsyth, the 
Atlanta man, comes in. 

It reads like fiction, this story of Captain 
Forsyth’s work and it outrivals the intri- 
eate creations of the most imaginative 
writers. 

About three weeks ago a promoter, whose 
name is being withheld so that. his life 
may not be imperiled by the diser for 
vengeance on tthe part of some of the crim- 
inals still at large, inserted an advertise- 
ment in a big New York paper for “new 
inventions, patents, novelties and schemes 
of all kinds that will make money quickly.” 

This was answered in a few days by a 
letter which the man whose name has 
been withheld thought smacked of the 
green goods variety. 

Visited Captain Forsyth. 

He went ito the secret service bureau 
and imparted his information to Captain 
Forsyth. The officer engaged him at once 
as a detective to help work up the case. 

A meeting between the man who inserted 
the advertisement and the fellow who 
answered it was arranger for. The promoter 
of the plot had $100 and he wished to buy 
some money. ‘Fhe crook agreed to sell him 
$1,000 for that amount. It was good money; 
he would guarantee it, and he was positive 
it would pass anywhere. The counterfeit 
‘money was produced and the promoter 
turned over $100. These bills were all 
marked. 

No sooner had the transaction been con- 
cluded than the officers, led by Captain for- 
syth, rushed in and captured the counter- 
feiter. He was an old man, well dressed, 
and was recognized as Masset, a man who 
kept a restaurant under the establishment 
where the Knox hats are manufactured. 

Masset squealed and gave the name of 
the man who was working him. Upon his 
confession Russell D. Hoyt, the superinten- 
dent of a big hat factory, was afterwards 
arrested. Although Masset had told on 
Hoyt he would not or could not tell where 
the money was manufactured. He admitted 
that he had put many thousands of dollars 
of the money into circulation, but where it 
came from originally and whose hands it 
came from before it reached Hoyt he could 
not say. 

With this slight clue to work on, Captain 
Forsyth started out Sunday to trace Hoyt’s 
antecedents and locate the man. He was 
found finally near Bethel, N. J., in company 
with a female accomplice. Forsyth and his 
men searched their luggage, and in a trunk 
filled with woman’s apparel made an im- 
portant find. 

It was nothing more or less than a com- 
plete set of plates used for printing $10 
“Webster heads.’’—plates of the same kind 
that disappeared from. Ohio when Captain 
Donnella was shot. 

The officers learned that Hoyt had a farm 
near by and that his brother, Lorenzo Hoyt, 
lived there. This brother had always stood 
righ in the respect of the community and 
was very influential in church aifairs. He 
was apparently indignant when the officers 
knecked at his door, and applied for ad- 
mission. The house was handsomely fur- 
nished and ev ry nook and corner in the 
place was searched. Kven the carpets were 
taken up, but nothing rewarded their search 
until the cellar was reached. 

Like Jim Lawshe, they had concealed 
their goods bereath the house. The box 
contained plates, rare plates for making 
gold certificates of the $20 species. Ihe face 
plate bore the name of ‘‘Mystic River Na- 
tional bank,” with the head of James A. 
Garfield and the signature of Blanche K. 
Bruce, the Mississippi negro, once registrar 
of the treasury department and James Gil- 
fillan, treasurer. It was the series of 1882. 
Lorenzo Hoyt was told that he was vnd:r 
arrest, and then the officers turned their 
attention to the barn. Hoyt laughed at 
them, but Captain Forsyth was determined, 
and told Hoyt that he would plow up the 
whole place Before he was satisfied. 

Inside of ten minutes $12,000 in United 
States treasury notes was found sewed up 
in a canvas sack and buried a foot in the 
ground. To all appearances it had bcen 
placed there only a few days before. In a 
second barn Captain Forsyth came across 
more interesting matter. There was the 
frame of the printing press. An interesting 
find was a preparation of coffe with which 
the bills were soaked to give them the ap- 
pearance of age. In the barn also were 
stacks of fiber paper and bottles of gr-en, 
red and blue ink and linen of differ-nt 
kinds. To complete the outfit the officers 
found a fine set of engraver’s tools, with 
which the plates had been executed. 

All of these things were either buried or 
hidden away beneath the bundles of straw 
and hay. They completely filled a big farm 
wagon and the stock of paper alone weigh- 
ed seventy-five pounds. 

Jim Murphey, an engraver, was also ar- 
rested and carried to New York. Upon his 
arrival Tuesday Captain Forsyth was over- 
whelm-:d with congratulations and General 
Hazen, chief of the department at Wash- 
ington came up in person to look after the 
affair and be on the field of action. 

It has been pretty well asccrtained ‘ by 
communication with the Ohio authorities 
that the “Webster plate,’ found in Hoyt’s 
possession is the same one which was tak- 
en away by the countrefciter who put a 
hole in Captain Donnella’s ear, und it is 
thought now that Murphey, the engraver, 
is the same man. 

Captain Donnella preserved his usual 


-ealm-like mien when approached concern- 


ing the affair. 
“Say, I wish you wouldn’t mention any- 


thing about me in this,’ he said. “Just say 


all you want about Forsyth. There is no. 
doubt about it, he has done the greatest 
piece of work in his line ever accomplish:d 
in this country. But you know I dont’ care 
anything for newspaper notoriety, and I’d 
rather not be mentioned in connection with 
it. I’m mighty ¢€ad if they have got the 
rascal that did this, though,”’ he said, rub- 
bing his thumb against his ear

| Colonel doo James Is Broshing Up His. 


Campaign Oratory. 
HE SPEAKS AT FAIRBURN TODAY 


His Speech at Cumming, Ga, Last Tues- 
day. Was a Ten-Strike for Democracy. 
The People’s Party Disconcerted. 


Colonel Joe James will go down to Fair- 
burn, Ga., this morning to preacn the gos- 
pel of democracy, 

This will be his second speech in the gub- 
ernatorial campaign. 

“TI have the record,” said Colon:] James, 
yesterday afternoon, ‘and I can show that 
the democratic party, since tue days of Jet- 
ferton, has beer: true to the coafidence re- 
posed jn it, I have no patience with the 
discontented spirit that is making war upon 
the old flag, and is seeking to disrupt the 
party on which the salvation of our country 


depends.’”’ 

At Cumming, Ga., yesterday morning the 
district attorney fired his opening gun.. The 
speech was delivered in the courthouse and 
between five and six hundred people were 
present. A large contingent of the people's 
“arty were on hand to hear what the dis- 
trict attorney had to say and quite a num- 
ber of them were converted before the 
crowd dispersed. Colonel James was plum- 
ed for a good speech and held the attention 
of his audience for the space of three hours, 
and ten minutes. The etféect of his irresis- 
tible logic was such that at the close of his 
speech a meeting of the p2ople’s party was 
called and all who had_- allied themselves to 
that faction were urged to withhold their 
judgment and to be of stout heart until 
their own leaders could be heard from on 
the issues discussed. 

A number whose sympathies had been 
with the people’s party, refused to go into 
the meeting after hearing Colonel James’s 
speech, 

It was a signal victory for democratic 
principles and was an eloquent plea for har- 
mony and good will in the ranks of the 
democracy. 

Colonel James was introduced to the audi- 
ence by Hon, Hiram P. Be:l, ex-member of 
congress. 

He began his speech by saying that as a 
loyal democrat he was under the restraint 
of conscience to stand by the principles 
which he knew to be right and to speak for 
the party whose platform was the only 
hope of the country. He roviewed the 
record and platforms of the democratic par- 
ty since its organization under Thomas Jef- 
ferson, and contrasted it with the record of 
the republican party, showing that democ- 
racy was entitled to the award of prefer- 
ence, both on the score of pledge and per- 
formance. He sailed into the doctrines of 
the people’s party and pointed out the fal- 
lacy of the legislation which their leaders 
had attempted... The government owner- 
ship of railroads was discussed, and it was 
shown by the district attorney that every 
railroad owned by the government taxed 
the people over and above the profits of the 
road. It was also shown that tariff rates 
were lower and salaries higher in this coun- 
try than in countries where railroads were 
operated by the government. The eyrperi- 
ment had proven a failure wherever it had 
been in operation.

“There will be two matches open to teams 
of twelve men each, said team to be com- 
posed of officers duly enlisted and active 
members of any regularly organized mili- 
tia, and opeg to teams from any state or 
territory in the United States or other 
countries. 

‘““Weapons—The United States Springfield 
rifle, army pattern, 1884. 

“Distances—Two hundred, 500 and 600 
yards. 

“Positions—Standing, off-hand at 200 
yards; prone, head facing target at 600 
yards; and any position at 600 yards. 

“Ammunition—Any, but for uniformity 
and accuracy I would suggest the regular 
service cartridge, namely: 500 grain bullet; 
70 grains of powdo>r.” 

**Rounds—Ten shots at each distance.
